‘Charges Made by Senator Johnson 
| Regarding South Dakota Pri- 
| mary Assailed by Good,

WASHINGTON, March 28.— 


Charges by Senator Hiram Johnson 
of California, that “‘shameless” ex- 
/penditures were made by the Cool- 
‘idge campaign managers in South 
Dakota, are “not true,”’ former 
Representative James W. Good of 
‘Iowa, in charge of Coolidge head- 
quarters at Chicago, declares in a 
statement given out here. 

Good’s statement follows: 

“IT am amazed at the statement 
of Senator Hiram Johnson to the 
‘effect that Coolidge headquarters 
had made lavish expenditures in 
South Dakota in an attempt to pur- 
‘chase the electorate of that State 
‘in the recent preferential pri- 
'maries. This statement would be 
'serious if true, but it is not true. 
the statement we are 
‘charged with “hiring an army of 
orators’ and ‘in buying full page 
advertisements in every newspaper 
in South Dakota.’ The full page 
newspaper advertisements were in- 
serted in but a very few of the 
inewspapers of South Dakota. These 
advertisements consisted largely of 
letters, telegrams and statements 
trom the Senator's former friends 
and supporters in California. This
